The 
U.S. Supreme court may refuse to 
review the Ivanhoe cage; or it 
might uphold the California court 
decision. Since it is California 
‘water and California farmers in- 
volved, the sensible approach is 
to accept the California court de- 
cision, then, through congres- 
sional action, change the reclama- 
tion law to conform. 

WE REPEAT again that the na- 
tional reclamation law should be 
amended to exclude the central] 
valleys of California, and any oth- 
er areas that are developed before 
a federal project comes in, from 
the 160-acre limitation.

WILLIAMS’ SENATE COMMITTEE TRIMS 
$4,000,000 FROM CALIFORNIA BUDGET 


SACRAMENTO, Apr. 11 — A 
total 6f almost four million dollars 
has been cut from the California 
state budget, according to a state- 
ment by Senaor J. Howard Wil- 
liams of Tulare county, chairman 
of a Senate sub-committee of the 
Senate Finance committee study- 
ing’ the budget. 

Most of:the cuts have been in 
items of capital outlay for con- 
struction, and have resulted from 
refiguring of construction cost 
estimates as requested by Senator 
Williams. : 


“None of the cuts’’, said Senator 
Williams, ‘‘have been made in 
services needed by the public and 
I feel that the budget will provide 
the services that citizens of Cali- 
fornia need. The budget as pre- 
sented to us contained very little 
beyond amounts necessary for es- 
sential governmental functions, 
and these reductions have been

VISALIA, Apr. 11 — Minimum 
planting temperature for cotton is 
when the soil reaches 58 degrees 
at an eight-inch depth at 8 a.m. 
for at least three consecutive days, 
with an outlook for favorable wea- 
ther, according to Farm Advisor 
Alan George. 

Experience has shown that it 
does not pay to plant at a lower 
soil temperature, it is stated; if 
temperature is 65 degrees, plants 
will emerge from the soil faster.
